DR. EDWIN M. HAGMEIER (biology) has been elected a 
Fellow of the American Association for Advancement 
of Science. He is spending this year on sabbatical 
leave at the University of Exeter, England. 

A paper on the responsibilities of plant ecologists 
in Canada's social development was presented by 
DR. MARC BELL (biology) at the national meeting of 
the Canadian Botanical Association. Dr. Bell has 
been elected to the association's national executive, 
and attended an executive meeting in Ottawa October 5. 

DR. EDGAR EFRAT (political science) will speak on 
"An Alternative to Apartheid" at the national 
conference of African Studies Association in Los 
Angeles October 17. 

DR. MAURICE CARELESS (history), visiting professor 
from the University of Toronto, will be the guest of 
three British universities during the second half of 
October. He will conduct seminars at Oxford and 
London University, and give three lectures at the 
University of Edinburgh on Canadian history and the 
urban revolution. He will also speak at ceremonies 
near Edinburgh commemorating the 150th anniversary 
of the birth of George Brown of The Globe , one of 
Canada's most famous figures in newspaper publishing. 


A professorship awarded by the B. C. Mental 
Retardation Institute has freed DR. WILLIAM H. GADDES 
(psychology) to concentrate on research work in 
retardation this year. He is studying the effects 
of brain damage and cerebral dysfunction in children 
and adults in the neuropsychology laboratories of 
the University and the Royal Jubilee Hospital. 


Winners of scholarships and other awards will be 
honoured at an academic assembly to be held at 
4:30 p.m. Friday, November 1, in the gymnasium. 

The ceremonies will include the presentation of 
diplomas in public administration to 21 government 
officials who have completed part-time studies in 
the subject here. Faculty and staff are invited 
to attend the assembly, and the reception that 
follows. 

Faculty suffering from a zloty gap can receive 
2,400 of them monthly (about $100) in maintenance 
allowance if they qualify for the Poland-UNESCO 
Fellowship in Slavonic Studies, available for a 
year's research at a Polish university. Applica¬ 
tions were also invited recently for a Commonwealth 
Fellowship at St. John's College, Cambridge, 
offering residence privileges for a year. From 
the Canada Council, a note points out that Decem¬ 
ber 1 is now the closing date for applications 
for the Killam Awards, "intended to support a few 
scholars of exceptional ability in research projects 
of far-reaching significance." Details on these 
sources of support, and many others, can be found 
on the notice-boards of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies in Hut "N". 

Tenders will be called within a few days for the 
construction of residences to form part of Lansdowne 
College. DEAN R. R. JEFFELS, first Master of 
Craigdarroch College, is now installed in new 
offices in the study-office block at the centre 
of the complex. Other recent moves have taken the 
English department to the Sedgewick Building, and 
the departments of French and of Slavonic and 
Oriental Studies to the MacLaurin Building. 


The University of Manitoba Press will publish a book 
now being prepared by DR. JAN C. KUPP (history) on 
Dutch documents relating to Canada's early history.
